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DeGaulle Steps Down 


Outlook Is Altered

PARIS (AP)—Charles de Gaul- 


le stepped out of the French 
presidency today and retired 
once more to his home in east- 
ern France, ending more than 10 
turbulent years of power that 
profoundly altered the nation's 
political outlook, economy and 
foreign policy. 
De Gaulle's resignation be- 
came effective at noon. Senate 
President Alain Poher succeed- 
ed him as interim president, 
to serve until presidential elec- 
tions are held. There was no 
ceremony of transfer, and De 
Gaulle was in seclusion at his 
home in Colombey-les-Deux- 
Eglises. 
France's 78-year-old leader 
had turned a referendum Sun. 
day on comparatively minor 
constitutional 
changes into a 


vote of confidence, gambling 
that his threat to resign would 
once more swing the electorate 
behind him. When the voters re- 
jected his proposals, he an- 
nounced his retirement in two 
brief sentences: 


"I am ceasing the exercise of 


my functions as president of the 
republic. This decision takes 
effect at noon today." 


Premier M a u r i c e Couve de 


Murville called his Cabinet into 
session this morning, but the 
ranks were thinning. Justice 
Minister Rene Captitant re- 
signed, saying he could not col- 
laborate with Poher because the 
latter had fought De Gaulle's 
referendum proposals.

WASHINGTON 
(AP)— Rela- 


tions between France and the 
United States, strained in re- 
cent years, are not expected to 
change immediately with the 
dramatic resignation of French 
President Charles de Gaulle, 
officials say. 
Neither the White House nor 
the State Department issued an 
official statement on De Gaul- 
le's 
resignation, but admini- 


stration sources said his for- 
eign policy, is too firmly set in 
official French thinking and en- 
joys such wide popular support 
to be changed much in the near 
future. 
The U. S. officials pointed to 
former Premier Georges Pom- 
pidou as one they consider like- 
ly to be in line to replace De 
Gaulle. And in spite of the fall- 
Ing out Pompidou had with 
De Gaulle last spring, they don't 
feel he would try for a quick 
shift in relations withWashing- 
ton. 
Since taking power, De Gaulle 
has assumed an independent 
course in world affairs; cutting 
France's 
participation 
In 


NATO, establishing his coun- 
try's own nuclear power, crit- 
izing the U. S. role in Vietnam 
and working to reduce Ameri- 
can influence in Europe. 
He also vetoed Britain's en- 
trance into the European Com- 
mon Market because he charg- 
ed London was too much under 
the United States' thumb. 


In spite of this stand, U. S. 
Presidents have worked hard to 
improve Washington's relations 
with the general. President Nix- 
on visited De Gaulle on a re- 
cent European trip and praised 
the French leader as an Impor- 
tant world leader who exercised

WASHINGTON CAP)—The Su- 
preme Court agreed today to 
consider claims that the accel- 
erated draft of Vietnam war 
protesters Is in violation of the 
Constitution. 
Two separate appeals challen- 
ging the draft delinquency reg- 
ulations will be heard next term. 
They were taken by the court 
over the opposition of the Jus- 
tlce Department. 


Antony the claims to be con- 
sidered by the court are that the 
draft is -being used to punish 


dissidents from U.S. war policy 
and that it Is being used to stif- 
le freedom of speech and ex- 
pression.

WASHINGTON 
(A P )- Rela­ 
tions between France and the 
United States, strained in r e ­ 
cent years, are not expected to 
change immediately with the 
dram atic resignation of French 
President Charles de Gaulle, 
officials say. 
Neither the White House nor 
the State Department issued an 
official statement on De Gaul­ 
le’s resignation, but admini­ 
stration sources said his for­ 
eign policy, is too firmly set in 
official French thinking and en­ 
joys such wide popular support 
to be changed much in the near 
future. 
The U, S. officials pointed to 
former Prem ier Georges Pom­ 
pidou as one they consider like­ 
ly to be in line to replace De 
Gaulle. And in spite of the fall­ 
ing 
out P o m p i d o u had with 
De Gaulle last spring, they don’t 
feel he would try for a quick 
shift in relations with Washing­ 
ton. 
Since taking power, De Gaulle 
has assumed an independent 
course in world affairs; cutting 
F r a n c e ’s 
participation 
in 
NATO, establishing his coun­ 
try’s own nuclear power, c rlt- 
izing the U. S. role in Vietnam 
and working to reduce Am eri­ 
can Influence in Europe. 
He also vetoed Britain’s en­ 
trance into the European Com­ 
mon Market because he charg­ 
ed London was too much under 
the United States’ thumb. 
In spite of this stand, U. S, 
Presidents have worked hard to 
improve Washington’s relations 
with the general. President Nix­ 
on visited De Gaulle on a r e ­ 
cent European trip and praised 
the French leader as an im por­ 
tant world leader who exercised 
tremendous 
influence 
in the 
world.

SAIGON 
(AP) -B lazing away 
with flame throwers and hurl­ 
ing dynamite bombs, about 150 
North Vietnamese troops at­ 
tacked an American arm ored 
column in the northwest corner 
of South Vietnam early today. 
The U JS. Command said at 
least 
34 of the enemy were 
killed 
by American artillery 
firing point-blank, 90 mm tank 
guns and heavy machine guns 
mounted stop arm ored cars. 
The American troops from the 
1 st Brigade, 5th Mechanized In - 
fan try Division also captured 
500 dynamite bombe, 200 anti­ 
tank rockets and 15 rifles left oo 
the battlefield. 
U.S. 
headquarters said five 
A m ericans were killed and 34 
wounded. A 
spokesman said 
th ere was “ light damage to m a­ 
teriel,** presumably to the tanks 
and arm ored cars. 
He said 
security reasons prevented his 
being specific. 
The North Vietnamese charged 
the night bivouac of the arm ored 
umn behind an artillery b ar­ 
rage which pinned down the 
A m erican troops. Some of the 
attacking troops were reported 
to have crashed through the 
outer defenses of the camp 
before the attack was repulsed, 
a U.S. spokesman said. The r e ­ 
maining enemy troops pulled 
back about an hour before dawn. 
The fighting raged five m iles 
from the Laotian border and 
two miles south of the aban­ 
doned Marine combat base at 
Khe Sanh. 
The 5th Mechanized Infantry 
has been sweeping through the 
a re a for several days, trying to 
impede enemy supply and infil­ 
tration routes from Laos.

WASHINGTON (A P )- One of 
President Nixon’s favorite pro ­ 
jects — a tax credit for busi­ 
nesses willing to train and em ­ 
ploy underqualified 
g h e t t o 
youths — faces trouble when it 
gets to Congress. 
The trouble is compounded by 
Nixon’s recommendation to end 
another kind of tax credit, the 7 
per cent allowance for business 
investment in equipment. 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 
who calls tax signals in the 
House as Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee chairman, opposes on 
principle all tax credits. 
He happily backed the Nixon 
proposal for repealing the in­ 
vestment credit and he is p re ­ 
pared to argue that once this — 
as he sees It — extraneous 
element Is pried out of the re - 
venue code no other should be 
let in. 
Nixon has often mentioned u s­ 
ing tax credits for purposes 
like manpower training, to shift 
some of the effort from fed­ 
eral program s to private en ter­ 
prise, but he has not yet sent 
up a formal proposal. 
But the proposal is known to 
stand high on the list of Labor 
Department 
legislative pro ­ 
gram s. 
T r e a s u r y 
U ndersecretary 
Charles E. Walker tried to link 


investment credit repeal to the 
prospective manpower c r e d i t 
program when he appeared b e­ 
fore the Ways and Means Com ­ 
mittee. 
One reason repeal was decid­ 
ed on, he said, was that other 
possible uses of tax credit have 
h i g h e r priority — manpower 
training and eventual sharing of 
revenues with states.

WASHINGTON (AP)— The Su­ 
preme Court agreed today to 
consider claims that the accel­ 
erated draft of Vietnam war 
protesters Is In violation of the 
Constitution. 
Two separate appeals challen­ 
ging the draft delinquency reg­ 
ulations will be heard next term . 
They were taken by the court 
over the opposition of the Jus­ 
tice Department. 
Among the claims to be con­ 
sidered by the court are that the 
draft is being used to punish 


dissidents from U.S. war policy 
and that It Is being used to stif­ 
le freedom of speech and ex­ 
pression. 
Just a year ago the court up­ 
held the 1965 federal law that 
made it a crim e to burn or 
m utilate a draft card. 
However, last December the 
court struck a blow at Select­ 
ive S e r v i c e policy by ruling 
draft boards have no authority 
to order the Induction of divin­ 
ity students as a means of pun­ 
ishing them for objecting to this 


country’s actions In Vietnam. 
That ruling, in the case of 
Jam es J. Oestereich, dealt oily 
with a small fraction of student 
protesters — those who have 
congressional exemptions from 
the draft. 
The a p p e a l s granted review to­ 
day could strike at the heart of 
Selective Service Director Le­ 
wis B. Hershey’s draft policy 
because the students Involved 
are the more typical sort — 
they are not in a special cate­ 
gory such as divinity students 


and had deferments rather than 
exemptions. 
The appeals are from T im o­ 
thy J. Breen, 21, of W estport, 
Conn., and David Earl Gutk- 
necht, 22, of Gaylord, Minn. 
Breen gave his draft c e rtifi­ 
cate to a Boston clergyman in 
November 1967 to protest the 
w ar. 
He was delcared a delinquent 
in January 1968 and was r e ­ 
classified 1-A. He sued to enjoin 
his Induction. 
Gutknecht left his draft card 


on the steps of the federal build­ 
ing in Minneapolis during an an­ 
tiwar protest in October 1967. 
He was declared a delinquent 
two months later and ordered to 
report for induction. He refus­ 
ed to accept induction, was con­ 
victed and sentenced to four 
years in prison. 
The Justice Department, in 
response to the appeals, told the 
court it found no fault with the 
speeded-up 
induction 
of the 
youths who do not have draft 
cards in their possession.

The supervisors have now a- 
greed to hike that monthly a- 
mount to $750 until July 1 
when the Opportunity Center 
hopes to work with the wel- 
iare department, in a program 
of federally mandated rehabili- 
tation services. 


Cooperation in that program, 


the directors believe, will bring 
$2,000 a month into the center, 
$500 of which will come from 
the county. The rest will be mat- 
ched by federal and state funds. 


In a prepared statement, board 


of directors chairman Cruz Ro- 
cha told the supervisors a new 
workshop director has been hir- 
ed. She is Mrs. Mary LouSteg- 
er, formerly of Grass Valley 
where she "ran a successful 
sheltered workshop for several 
years.

'True Student Body' Helps Save 
Irreplaceable University Records 
TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) — 


Sweating students lugged tons 
of equipment and priceless re- 
cords from Florida State Uni- 
versity's Westcott Hall Sunday 
as fire ravaged the top floor of 
the aging administration build- 
ing. 


"We can't keep them out," 


said an exasperated fireman. 


Men in shorts andfootball jer- 
seys highballed down the steps 
with file cabinets, folders and 
books as flamos crackled over 
head. 
Coeds in bell-bottom pants 


and Bermudas formed a fire 
brigade and, huffing and puff- 
ing, passed the selvage to a dis- 
tant spot on Westcott lawn.

from the students," said acting 
President J. Stanley Marshall, 
who has seen angry studentpro- 
tests in recent months in front 
of the same building. 


Clad in T-shirt, shorts and 
sneakers, Marshall directed the 
relay teams.

The uncertainty of what might 
happen next is certain to put 
new pressure 6n the already 
wobbly franc. France has nev- 
er recovered from the econo- 
mic blow of the six-week in- 
udstrial shutdown last May and 
June and the 13 per cent wage 
hikes granted to get the work- 
ers back on the job. 
De Gaulle defiantly refused to 
devalue the franc during a cris- 
is last November. If labor un- 
ions call off their truce en- 
forced during the referendum 
campaign and start agitating 
for new wage increases, the 
next president may be forced 
to reassess the franc's value. 
While the financial commu- 
nity buzzed with speculation 
about the franc, the political 
reaction in Washington and Lon- 
don was officially noncommit- 
tal. But there was a general 
feeling that without De Gaulle, 
France will slowly improve re- 
lations with the United States 
and Britain. 
Diplomatic observers in Brus- 
sels also forecast more French 
c o o p e r a t i o n with the oth- 
er members of the Common 
Market and the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and en- 
hanced chances of Britain gain- 
ing entry into the European 
Economic Community. 
But government ministers in 
London felt it would be a long 
time before basic French pol- 
icy changes. Some even felt De 
Gaulle might pull one of his 
Jack-in-the-box surprises and 
reappear as a candidate in the 
presidential elections. 


Other De Gaulle policies over 


which question marks now hov- 
er include the French embargo 
on arms to Israel, French- 
German relations and the atti- 
tude of Paris toward Moscow. 


De Gaulle is the last of the 
great leaders of World War II 
to step out. A World War I 
veteran, he was a colonel when 
the second war broke out and 
rose to general before the Ger- 
man occupation of France. He 


laborationist Vichy regime, fled 
to London, and from there ral- 
lied the Free French Forces. 
His wartime battles with Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Winston Churchill were legen- 
dary, but he kept his vanquish- 
ed country one of the major al- 
lies. 
De Gaulle headed the provi- 
sional government in liberated 
France from 1944 to 1946, then 
quit for the first time and 
dropped out for 12 years. He 
reemerged as premier, called 
back in 1958 by an uprising of 
the military and right-wing set- 
tlers in Algeria. 


The soldiers and settlers \vho 
called De Gaulle back did it be- 
cause they thought he would 
keep Algeria French. But after 
he was elected president in De- 
cember 1958, he crushed anoth- 
er settlers' revolt and a year 
later granted the colony Inde- 
pendence. France's other Af- 
rican colonies got the same 
freedom as De Gaulle entren- 
ched his power at home. 
De o^ulle survived twoassas- 
sination attempts by right-wing 
terrorists. He pushed tluougha 
new constitution setting up the 
Fifth Republic with a strong 
president and downgrading the 
National Assembly that held au- 
thority in the Fourth Republic. 


He restored France's econo- 


my, building up reserves of 
more than $6 billion in gold and 
foreign currencies. But almost 
half this hoard has disappeared 
since the upheavals of 1968. 
De Gaulle conducted a 10-year 
campaign to eliminate U. S. 
domination of Europe. He at- 
tacked the special privileges of 
the dollar and the British pound 
as international reserve cur- 
rencies, and carried on extens- 
ive purchases of U. S. gold 
which weakened the dollar. 


In 1967, he ordered allied 
troops out of France to mark 
his nation's withdrawal from 
the m i l i t a r y organization of 
NATO. He consistently vetoed 
Britain's entry into the Com- 
mon M a r k e t , contending the 
British g o v e r n m e n t was an 
American Trojan horse, and 
forced the market to retain its

De Gaulle is the la st of the 
great leaders of W orld W ar n 
to step out. A W orld W ar I 
veteran, he was a colonel when 
the second war broke out and 
ro se to general before the G e r­ 
man occupation of F ran ce. He 
refused to recognize the co l­ 


laborationist Vichy regim e, fled 
to London, and from there r a l­ 
lied the F re e French F o rc es. 
His w artim e battles with P re s i­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
W inston Churchill w ere legen­ 
dary, but he kept his vanquish­ 
ed country one of the m ajor a l­ 
lie s. 
De Gaulle headed the provi­ 
sional government in liberated 
F ran ce from 1944 to 1946, then 
quit for the first tim e and 
dropped out for 12 years. He 
reem erged as p rem ier, called 
back in 1958 by an uprising of 
the m ilitary and right-wing s e t­ 
tle rs in A lgeria. 
The soldiers and se ttle rs who 
called De Gaulle back did it b e­ 
cause they thought he would 
keep A lgeria French. But after 
he was elected president in De­ 
cem ber 1958, he crushed anoth­ 
e r s e ttle rs ’ revolt and a year 
la te r granted the colony inde­ 
pendence. F ran ce’s other Af­ 
rican colonies got the sam e 
freedom as De Gaulle entren­ 
ched his power at home. 
De vj^ulle survived two a ssa s­ 
sination attem pts by right-wing 
te rro ris ts . He pushed tluuugha 
new constitution setting up the 
Fifth Republic with a strong 
president and downgrading the 
N ational Assembly that held au­ 
thority in the Fourth Republic. 
He resto red F ran ce’s econo­ 
m y, building up reserv es of 
m ore than $6 billion in gold and 
foreign currencies. But almost 
half this hoard has disappeared 
since the upheavals of 1968. 
De Gaulle conducted a 10-year 
cam paign to elim inate U. S. 
domination of Europe. He a t­ 
tacked the special privileges of 
the dollar and the B ritish pound 
as international reserv e c u r­ 
ren cies, and carried on extens­ 
ive purchases of U. S, gold 
which weakened the dollar. 
In 
1967, he ordered allied 
troops out of France to m ark 
his nation’s withdrawal from 
the m i l i t a r y organization of 
NATO. He consistently vetoed 
B ritain ’s entry into the Com­ 
mon M a r k e t , contending the 
B ritish g o v e r n m e n t was an 
A m erican Trojan horse, and 
forced the m arket to retain its 
veto for individual nations.

and his brother Joe of Los Mo- 
hnos had an experience this past 
week that they are not likely to 
forget in a hurry. They were 
stranded in the middle of the 
night, barefoot and bare-legged 
on a blackberry thicket cover- 
ed island in the Sacramento 
River. 
The area was Five Fingers, a 
couple miles north of Wood son 
Bridge. 
"We had been floating the riv- 


er In a rubber raft when dark- 
ness and minor difficulties with 
the raft forced us to go ashore 
with the intent of walking out to 
the road," Jerry Floyd explain- 
ed. 


But they discovered they were 


on an island Instead of on the 
bank, and three hours of effort 
failed to better their situation. 


"Finally," Floyd recounted, 


"After sheer darkness and ex- 
haustion had set in, we resign- 
ed ourselves to a long, cold 
night of waiting until morning. 
About 11 p.m., after trying ev- 
erything we could think of to get 
out, and with feet and legs 
sore and bleeding, we found a 
sheltered spot, Inland, made 
ourselves as comfortable as 
possible and laid down to wait 
out the night.

Animal Psychologist 
Sees Bizarre Future 


By RALPH DIGHTON 


ANAHEIM (AP)— Would you 
believe it is possible to train 
an army of 1,000 monkeys to 
throw hand grenades with great- 
er accuracy than human sold- 
iers'' 
Or train baboons as night wat- 
chmen, dolphins as submarine 
spotters, pigeons as parks in- 
spectors ? 
A speaker at a scientific sym- 


posium Wednesday said this is 
not only possible, it is almost 
sure to happen in the next 10 
to 15 years thanks to a new 
science called "bio-automa- 
tion." 
Animal psychologist Donald L. 


Smith, who teamed with aero- 
space 
engineer Kenneth R. 


Jackman to present a technical 
paper at a convention of the In- 
stitute of Environmental Sci- 
ences, said: "It is possible to 
condition virtually any species 
of animal to perform virtually 
any behavior of which it is phy- 
sically capable." 
Smith, a commercial animal 
trainer, said he has condition- 
ed more than 200 animals and 
birds to do a large variety of 
tasks with extreme precision, 
including teaching bears to play 
basketball, dogs to drop gre- 
nades in trucks, monkeys toput 
cans in packing crates and ra- 
coons 
to pick strawberries 


without eating them. 


He predicted bio-automation 


would prove profitable in tasks 
which are monotonous, degrad- 
ing or dangerous. Pigeons have 
already been trained to pick out 
faulty parts in electronic fac- 
tories, he said. Monkeys have 
been taught to harvest crops, 
and dogs have been taught to 
carry explosives to blow up 
tanks in combat. 


The key to such precision 
training, Smith said, is a meth- 
od known as ope rant condition- 
ing. It is based on instant re- 
ward for performance of tasks. 
After a time, he said, the re- 
sponse becomes automatic and 
even unskilled operators can 
make animals perform on sig- 
nal. He said this is being done 
to some extent already in en- 
tertainment fields.

western tip of Alaska via the 
Diomede Islands to Soviet Rus- 
sia. 
"Both the physical and psy- 
chological 
effect 
of such a 


bridge on world unity and peace 
will be tremendous. People will 
find that we can build construc- 
tive things as well as ABMs 
and ICBMs," he said. 
"As an engineer," he said, 
"I happen to possess the tech- 
nical knowledge to say such a 


thing can now be done."

They had been expected 
home by 9 p.m., and when they 
Animal Psychologist 
Sees Bizarre Future 
By RALPH DIGHTON 
ANAHEIM (AP)— Would you 
believe It Is possible to train 
an army of 1,000 monkeys to 
throw hand grenades with great- 
er accuracy than human sold­ 
iers? 
Or train baboons as night wat­ 
chmen, dolphins as submarine 
spotters, pigeons as parks In­ 
spectors ? 
A speaker at a scientific sym­ 
posium Wednesday said this Is 
not only possible, it is almost 
sure to happen In the next 10 
to 15 years thanks to a new 
sclence called "bio-automa­ 
tion." 
Animal psychologist Donald L. 
Smith, who teamed with aero­ 
space 
engineer Kenneth R. 
Jackman to present a technical 
paper at a convention of the In­ 
stitute of Environmental Sci­ 
ences, said; "It Is possible to 
condition virtually any species 
of animal to perform virtually 
any behavior of which It Is phy­ 
sically capable." 
Smith, a commercial animal 
trainer, said he has condition­ 
ed more than 200 animals and 
birds to do a large variety of 
tasks with extreme precision, 
including teaching bears to play 
basketball, dogs to drop gre­ 
nades In trucks, monkeys to put 
cans in packing crates and ra­ 
coons 
to pick strawberries 
without eating them. 
He predicted bio-automatlon 
would prove profitable in tasks 
which are monotenous, degrad­ 
ing or dangerous. Pigeons have 
already been trained to pick out 
faulty parts In electronic fac­ 
tories, he said. Monkeys have 
been taught to harvest crops, 
and dogs have been taught to 
carry explosives to blow up 
tanks in combat. 


The key to such precision 
training, Smith said, is a meth­ 
od known as operant condition­ 
ing. It Is based on Instant re­ 
ward for performance of tasks. 
After a time, he said, the re­ 
sponse becomes automatic and 
even unskilled operators can 
make animals perform on sig­ 
nal. He said this Is being done 
to some extent already In en­ 
tertainment fields.

In his new domestic program President Nixon clearly intends 


to see to what extent greater efficiency, foresight, and planning 
can substitute for higher expenditures. In short, he is attacking a 
number of America's most serious problems, not through re- 
quests to Congress for vast new outlays but through what he hopes 
can be rt.ore effective approaches. This is obviously a mode of 
attack which the country will warmly welcome if it is shown to be 
successful. 


It has long been a main Republican view that a greater mobili- 


zation of private effort, local strength, and voluntary help can do 
more at many crucial points than canWashington-runefforts. Mr. 
Nixon is setting out to test this theory. Thus one of his major pro- 
posals is the program of tax credits designed to enlist private re- 
sources in meeting the country's urgentest social needs. Supple- 
menting this will be an attempt to quicken local government (ap- 
parently city as well as state) through the sharing of federal in- 
come with these localities. 


Although there is some criticism of the White House's having 


waited nearly three months before announcing a domestic program 
(it went after a number of foreign problems at once), this wait will 
have been well worthwhile if it results in a calmer, better grounded 
approach to America's towering homeside challenges. Recalling 
the confusion and disappointment which surrounded a number of 
President Johnson's rush programs, we feel that President Nixon 
is justified in telling Congress that "we are not beginning with 
'massive' programs that risk tripping over their own unreadi- 
ness." 


Among the most important programs set forth in broad outline 


(details are promised shortly) are (a) new measures against 
crime, drug-traffickers and pornographers, (b)the tax credit plan, 
(c) the tax-sharing plan, (d) tax reform and (e) a new approach to 
the ever more unsatisfactory welfare situation. These, combined 
with the problems of Vietnam, inflation, urban blight, and race re- 
lations pretty well cover the spectrum of popular discontent. 


There seems little doubt (and congressmen returning from 


their Easter holidays confirm this) that the average American is 
still tolerant of the Nixon administration. The electorate thus 
seems ready to support a measured and careful approach to the 
country's stiffest problems; Indeed, appears to prefer this kind of 
approach. Therefore, if the President's broad outline is soon sup- 
plemented with more concrete details, the country stands ready to 
give him both time and opportunity to see what he can do. 


In the end, unless tremendous savings can be cut from the mil- 


itary budget, any real attack upon America's problems must re- 
sult In some rise in spending, thereby complicating the President's 
position. For this reason we hope that he will give closest heed 
to those experts who believe that anywhere from $5 billion to $9 
billion can eventually be shorn off military spending. Such a sav- 
ing would give the White House truly massive funds wherewith to 
attack the country's more and more Insistent social problems.

LOOK AT EL PASO NATIONAL 
GAS MONOPOLY CASE; NIX- 
ON'S LAW FIRM REPRESENT- 
ED EL PASO; JUSTICE DE- 
PARTMENT'S APPEAL WAS 
DISMISSED SIX DAYS AFTER 
NIXON ASSUMED OFFICE 


WASHINGTON —The Supreme 
Court set a precedent last week 
when it took jurisdiction of the 
controversial El Paso Natural 
Gas monopoly case and an- 
nounced it would hear argu- 
ments on the case tomorrow. 
The case was dismissed by the 
Justice Department six days af- 
ter John Mitchell, a senior 
partner in the Nixon law firm, 
had become Attorney General 
and after his fellow senior part- 
ner, Richard Nixon, had be- 
come President. El Paso Na- 
tural Gas had paid the Nixon 
law firm $771,129.83 
from 


1961-67. 
Solicitor General Erwin Grls- 
wold announced that he had dis- 
missed the case on his own. 
Perhaps that's why the Supreme 
Court invited Griswold to file a 
brief and take part in the ar- 
guments — "if he wishes." If 
he does, the hearings will wit- 
ness an argument between the 
government of the United States 
and a private citizen —William 
Bennett, former chairman of the 
California 
Public Utilities 


Commission —who appealed to 
the court to hear the case. Since 
Gov. Ronald Reagan has now 
dropped Bennett, a Democrat, 
he will appear tomorrow on his 
own. 
The case is complicated but of 
tremendous importance to gas 
consumers in California and the 
Rocky Mountain states. And 
since both President Nixon and 
his Attorney General have rep- 
resented El Paso, the case is 
also important regarding a pos- 
sible conflict of interest. 


DAVID KENNEDY'S 
FINANCING 
Following the Nixon adminis- 
tration's dismissal of the Jus- 
tice Department's appeal, this 
column obtained additional cor- 
respondence showing that an* 
other member of the Nixon Cab» 
inet, Secretary of the Treasury 
David Kennedy, was also famil* 
iar with the facts. He had coop* 
erated with a groupof Mormon 
businessmen in plans to buy Pa- 
cific 
Northwest Gas, whose 


merger with El Paso was ruled 
by the Supreme Court to be a 
violation of the antitrust law. 


On Nov. 7, 1967, Kennedy, 


then chair man of the Continental 
Illinois National Bank, wrote 
George Eccles, president of 
the First Security Bank of Utah: 
"Dear George: It is our under- 
standing that you, along with 
others, are bidding on the prop- 
erties of the Pacific Northwest 
Pipeline Division of El Paso 
Natural Gas Company. 


"We will be pleased to assist 


you in this regard, and we hold 
available for your personal use 
$1,400,000 to finance your pro 
rata share." 


George Eccles is the brother 


of Marrmer Eccles, former 
chairman of the Federal Reser- 
ve Board, both being Mormon 
business leaders. 


Earlier, on Oct. 24,1967, John 


A. Redding, vice president of 
the Continental Illinois Trust, 
wrote Glenn E. Nielson, chair- 
man of the Husky Oil Company 
in Cody,Wyo., pledging$10 mil- 
lion for the Husky Oil Company 
to participate in acquiring "the 
assets to be divested from El 
Paso Natural Gas Company as a 
result of court proceedings now 
in progress." 


NO CONSUMER PROTECTION 
From this correspondence it is 
clear that a group of Mormon 
businessmen planned to buy 
Northwest Pacific Gas as a re- 
sult of the court proceedings. 
However, Judge Chilson de- 
creed that P a c i f i c Northwest 
Gas should go to Colorado In- 
terstate instead. It was at this 


point that the Utah Public Ser- 
vice Commission joined in a suit 
contesting Judpo Chilson's de- 
cision. Simultaneously the Jus- 
tice Department also filed. 
The Mormon group was en- 
gaged in a laudable move in con- 
formity 
with the S u p r e m e 


Court's decision to break up El 
Paso's acquisition of the Paci- 
fic Northwest Pipeline Co. When 
the lower court awarded Pacific 
Northwest Pipeline to Colorado 
Interstate 
instead, the Utah 


Public S e r v i c e Commission, 


entrusted with protecting Utah 
consumers, filed a suit against 
the merger. 
Whereupon 
Colorado Inter- 


state cut the ground out from 
under the Utah Public Service 
Commission, making a side deal 
with the Utah Mormon business- 
men who tried to buy Pacific 
Northwest Pipeline. The side 
deal was good for the Mormon 
businessmen, but not necessar- 
ily for Mormon gas consum- 
ers 
in the Rocky Mountain 


states.

This column has now obtained a 
copy of the agreement betwaau 
Colorado Interstate and the Utah 
Public 
Service Commission 


whereby Gov. Calvin Rampton 
agreed to drop Utah's appeal. 
Significantly, the agreement Is 
dated Feb. 24, 1969, whereas 
the government's case was 
dropped by the Justice Depart- 
ment one month earlier, Jan. 26, 
1969. 


Also significant was the fact 
that the Utah decision to drop 
the appeal was based not upon 
protection of the consumers but 
upon protection of the banks and 
business interests of the state. 
Among other things, Colorado 
Interstate agreed that "North- 
west will establish, with one or 
more Utah banks, substantial 
banking 
relationships . . . . 


Such banking relationships shall 
Include the establishment of 
general, Imprest and working 
fund accounts." 


The agreement also provided 
that "steel pipe for such sys- 
tem will be procured from U.S. 
Steel's Provo, Utah, plant." 


The latter would benefit the 
U. S. steel Corp., with head- 
quarters In Pittsburgh, Pa., 
not the consumers of Utah, 
whom the Public Service Com - 
mission Is supposed to protect. 


Vernon Romney, Utah State 


Attorney General, who signed 
the agreement, Is the nephew of 
HUD Secretary George Romney. 
The agreement was also signed 
by Gov. Calvin Rampton of Utah, 
also a Mormon. 
These are some of the facts 
which may be revealed when 
the Supreme Court resumes 
jurisdiction of the El Paso case 
tomorrow.

One hopes that Mr. Nixon's

tions to help the rich, and 
realistic personal and family 
exemptions to avoid picking on 
the poor. 
Consider, for a moment, the 
President's 
proposed elim- 


ination of the investment tax 
credit. Presumably that elim- 
ination Is in the interest of 
fairness. 
Which means that 


what is fair today was not fair 
five or six years ago. Already, 
that suggests that the Congress 
will have to make up its mind 
every few years about what is 
"fair" in business taxation — 
and make changes accordingly. 
But surely "fairness" is long- 
er-lived that a session or two 
of Congress? But examine the 
President's reasoning: 


"(The) subsidy to business 


Investment no longer has pri- 
ority over other pressing na- 
tional needs." Consider, for 
a moment, the government of- 
ficial's easy use of the word 
' 'subsidy." One would suppose 
that a subsidy is something 
that Party A gives to Party B — 
rather than a decision by Party 
A to permit Party B to hang 
on to what is Party B's in the 
first instance. The so-called 
Investment subsidy was in fact 
a lowering of the tax rate of 
corporations when said corpor- 
ations increased their capital 
plant. 
In round figures, if a 


plant built a million dollar ex- 
tension, its taxes have been 
reduced by seventy thousand 
dollars, the Idea being than to 
encourage 
capital 
growth is 


good for everybody. Good for 
the corporations, good for em- 
ployment, good for the balance 


of trade. 


Mr. Nixon continued. "In the 


early 60's, America's produc- 
tive capacity needed prompt 
modernization to enable it to 
compete with industry abroad. 
Accordingly, Government gave 
high priority to providing tax 
incentives for this modern- 
ization." 
Now: 
if business "needed" 


prompt 
modernization, pre- 


sumably that situation arose 
because taxes were to a high. 
Accordingly, the tax deduction 
was instituted. 
But now that 


Mr. Nixon proposes to rescind 
it, are we to assume that busi- 
ness will be handicapped as, ac- 
cording to it, are we to assume 
that business will be handi- 
capped as, according to Mr. 
Nixon and the Congress, It in 
fact was, during the fifties and 
early sixties? 
Resulting in 


said need for modernization? 
And then again, Isn't the im- 
plication that we have suc- 
ceeded in competing with in- 
plication that we have succeeded 
in 
competing with industry 


abroad: 
when in fact, how- 


ever 
well 
we are doing, 


clearly 
we 
are 
not doing 


well 
enoagh, 
as 
witness 


the continued deficit in our 
international payments? 


It is only a single example 


among many available exam- 
ples of how difficult It is to 
make justice via discrimin- 
atory tax laws — to "be fair." 
Corporations which had plan- 
ned expansions, which expan- 
sions would have increased the 
labor forces, will have to change 
their plans. Jobs will deer ease. 
What is fair about that? The 
cost to the consumer of certain 
products will rise. 
What Is 


fair about that? And so on. It 
is almost Impossible to say 
with certitude that any taxation 
arrangement is fair. The most 
that can be said about it is that 
it Is efficient. And the closest 
one can get to fairness is im- 
partiality. Yes, and that means 
impartiality to rich people too. 
Even to rich people we don't 
like. 


The Nixon program Is —as one 


would expect of a Nixon pro- 
gram — well balanced polit- 
ically. 
For everyone, there 


is in prospect a 50% cut In the 
surtax. 
Interestingly enough, 


the surtax came and now begins 
to go, without the usual holler- 
ing about how it favors the rich. 
It Is, in application, a direct 
extension of the non-graduated 
tax. A ten per cent Increase in 
everybody's tax, so that, say, 
the poor man pays an extra 
ten dollars' tax, the rich man 
an extra ten thousand dollars. 
The rate is the same, but the 
amounts differ. 


That is as close as you come 


to justice in the tax laws, as 
brilliantly explained in three 
important books, of Interest to 
modern-minded people. They 
are: 
"The Uneasy Case for 


P regressive Income Taxation," 
By Walter J. Blum and Harry 
Kalven, Jr., "The Ethics of 
Redistribution," by Bertrand 
de Joavenel, and "The Con- 
stitution of Liberty," by FA. 
Hayek. 


But one's hope is still that 
the Nixon administration will 
engage in a couple of grand 
strategic enterprises, one of 
them being, we repeat, true 
tax reform.

lithium for the

lepsy. As frequently happens, 
over - enthusiasm can lead to 
early discard of a valuable 
substance. So it •was with lithi- 
um. For many years this sub- 
stance was discarded and only 
recently again became the 
basis for study. 


Dunng the past few years 


lithium has been icported to 
be effective in the treatment 
and in the prevention of cer- 
tain types of behavior disor- 
ders. The New England Jour- 
nal of Medicine recently re- 
viewed an intensive study to 
explain why lithium seemed to 
be effective in neurological 
problems. Whether or not this 
element eventually turns out 
to be effective in many in- 
stances, 
demands intensive 


8tudy. That which is most ex- 
citing1 to physicians is that sci- 
entists leave no stone unturned 
to bring us more and more 
hope that mental disorders 
may yet be completely pre- 
vented through chemistry.

children who are born deaf 
more contact with the outside 
world. Some completely deaf 
children are actually being 
taught to speak by the use of 
sound vibrations that are con- 
verted into electrical signals 
Then these signals are at- 
tached to a vibrator at the 
wrist and before long the deaf 
child can leam to distinguish 
some sounds and words.

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Warm Welcome Waiting 


In hi* new domestic program President Nixon clearly intends 
to see to what extent greater efficiency, foresight, and planning 
can substitute for higher expenditures. In short, he la attacking a 
number of America's most serious problems, not through re* 
quests to Congress for vast new outlays but through what he hopes 
can be more effective approaches. This la obviously a mode of 
attack which the country will warmly welcome If it Is shown to be 
successful. 


It has long been a main Republican view that a greater mobili­ 
zation of private effort, local strength, and voluntary help can do 
more at many crucial points than can Washington-run efforts. Mr. 
Nixon Is setting out to test this theory. Thus one of his major pro­ 
posals Is the program of tax credits designed to enlist private re­ 
sources In meeting the country's urgentest social needs. Supple­ 
menting this will be an attempt to quicken local government (ap­ 
parently city as well as state) through the sharing of federal In­ 
come with these localities. 


Although there Is some criticism of the White House’s having 
waited nearly three months before announcing a domestic program 
(It went after a number of foreign problems at once), this wait will 
have been well worthwhile If It results In a calmer, better grounded 
approach to America’s towering homeslde challenges. Recalling 
the confusion and disappointment which surrounded a number of 
President Johnson's rush programs, we feel that President Nixon 
Is Justified In telling Congress that "we are not beginning with 
'massive* programs that risk tripping over their own unreadi­ 
ness.” 


Among the most Important programs set forth In broad outline 
(details are promised shortly) are (a) new measures against 
crime, drug-traffickers and pornographers, (b)the tax credit plan, 
(c) the tax-sharing plan, (d) tax reform and (e) a new approach to 
the ever more unsatisfactory welfare situation. These, combined 
with the problems of Vietnam, Inflation, urban blight, and race re ­ 
lations pretty well cover the spectrum of popular discontent. 


There seems little doubt (and congressmen returning from 
their Easter holidays confirm this) that the average American Is 
still tolerant of the Nixon administration. The electorate thus 
seems ready to support a measured and careful approach to the 
country’s stlffest problems; Indeed, appears to prefer this kind of 
approach. Therefore, If the President’s broad outline Is soon sup­ 
plemented with more concrete details, the country stands ready to 
give him both time and opportunity to see what he can do. 


In the end, unless tremendous savings can be cut from the mil­ 
itary budget, any real attack upon America’s problems must re ­ 
sult in some rise In spending, thereby complicating the President’s 
position. For this reason we hope that he will give closest heed 
to those experts who believe that anywhere from $5 billion to $9 
billion can eventually be shorn off military spending. Such a sav­ 
ing would give the White House truly massive funds wherewith to 
attack the country's more and more Insistent social problems.

The case was dismissed by the 
Justice Department six days af­ 
ter John Mitchell, a senior 
partner In the Nixon law firm, 
had become Attorney General 
and after his fellow senior part­ 
ner, Richard Nixon, had be­ 
come President. El Paso Na­ 
tural Gas had paid the Nixon 
law firm 9771,129.83 
from 
1961-67. 
Solicitor General Erwin G ris­ 
wold annotaiced that he had dis­ 
missed the case on his own. 
Perhaps that’s whytheSupreme 
Court Invited Griswold to file a 
brief and take part In the a r­ 
guments — "If he wishes.” If 
he does, the hearings will wit­ 
ness an argument between the 
government of the United States 
and a private citizen —William 
Bennett, former chairman of the 
California 
P u b l i c Utilities 
Commission — who appealed to 
the court to hear the case.Since 
Gov. Ronald Reagan has now 
dropped Bennett, a Democrat, 
he will appear tomorrow on his 
own. 
The case Is complicated but of 
tremendous importance to gas 
consumers In California and the 
Rocky Mountain s t a t e s . And 
since both President Nixon and 
his Attorney General have rep­ 
resented El Paso, the case Is 
also Important regarding a pos­ 
sible conflict of Interest.

This column has now obtained a 
copy of the agreement between 
Colorado Interstate and the Utah 
Public 
Service Commission 
whereby Gov. Calvin Rampton 
agreed to drop Utah's appeal. 
Significantly, the agreement la 
dated Feb. 24, 1969, whereas 
the 
government's case was 
dropped by the Justice Depart­ 
ment one month earlier, Jan. 26, 
1969. 


Also significant was the fact 
that the Utah decision to drop 
the appeal was based not upon 
protection of the consumers but 
upon protection of the banks and 
business interests of the state. 
Among other things, Colorado 
Interstate agreed that "N orth­ 
west will establish, with one or 
more Utah banks, substantial 
banking 
relationships . . . . 
Such banking relationships shall 
Include the establishment of 
general, Imprest and working 
fund accounts.” 


The agreement also provided 
that "steel pipe for such sys­ 
tem will be procured from U.S. 
Steel's Provo, Utah, plant." 
The latter would benefit the 
U. S. Steel Corp., with head­ 
quarters In Pittsburgh, Pa., 
not the consumers of Utah, 
whom the Public Service Com­ 
mission Is supposed to protect. 


Vernon Romney, Utah State 
Attorney General, who signed 
the agreement, is the nephew of 
HUD Secretary George Romney. 
The agreement was also signed 
by Gov. Calvin Rampton of Utah, 
also a Mormon. 
These are some of the facts 
which may be revealed when 
the Supreme Court resumes 
Jurisdiction of the El Paso case 
tomorrow.

DAVID KENNEDY’S 
FINANCING 
Following the Nixon adminis­ 
tration’s dismissal of the Jus­ 
tice Department’s appeal, this 
column obtained additional cor­ 
respondence showing that an­ 
other member of the Nixon Cab­ 
inet, Secretary of the Treasury 
David Kennedy, was also famil­ 
iar with the facts. He had coop­

$1,400,000 to finance your pro 
rata share.” 
George Eccles is the brother 
of Marriner Eccles, former 
chairman of the Federal R eser­ 
ve Board, both being Mormon 
business leaders. 
Earlier, on Oct. 24,1967, John 
A. Redding, vice president of 
the Continental Illinois Trust, 
wrote Glenn E. Nielson, chair­ 
man of the Husky Oil Company 
in Cody,Wyo.,pledging$10m il­ 
lion for the Husky Oil Company 
to participate In acquiring "the 
assets to be divested from El 
Paso Natural Gas Company as a 
result of court proceedings now 
in progress."

fair about that? And so on. It 
is almost Impossible to say 
with certitude that any taxation 
arrangement is fair. The most 
that can be said about it is that 
it is efficient. And the closest 
one can get to fairness is im­ 
partiality. Yes, and that means 
impartiality to rich people too. 
Even to rich people we don't 
like. 
The Nixon program Is -a s one 
would expect of a Nixon pro­ 
gram — well balanced polit­ 
ically. 
For everyone, there 
Is In prospect a 50% cut in the 
surtax.

It is,
